Town” to settle in other boom camps in the 
great oil field, or leave the section entirely. 
Oil field trucks, a posse of heavily armed 
officers and citizens and a whole corps of Bor­ 
ger business men were used in one recent foray 
in which more than 100 women were forcibly 
seized, placed on the trucks and deported from 
the city. 
More than 500 women alone have been un­ 
ceremoniously removed from the city since the 
clean up started, it is estimated. 
The reform 
has affected the bootlegging business, while 
the gambling profession decidedly isn’t

RUDYARD KIPLING’S POEM IS REAL 
ANNOYANCE TO AMERICANS. 
Rudyard Kipling recently published u poem, sev­ 
eral Unes of which aroused the resentment of Ameri­ 
cans, who saw in the lines a barbed thrust at the 
role America played in the World war. 
Kipling concludes his poem with the words: 
" . . . wages were the same 
As outV whoallday long had trod 
Th^winepress of the wrath of God.” 
Newspapers of America have published a number 
of editorial opinions of Mr. Kipling, none of which 
are complimentary. 
The «Anniston Star says, “the 
most charitable view of the poet’» admirers is that 
his outburst should be overlooked and blamed ujam 
a life-long worship of British imperialism.” 
The Fort Wayne News-Sentinel says: “We’re not 
angry with him, we’re sorry for him,” which prob­ 
ably is a very displeasing sentiment to the. distin­ 
guished BHton. 
The Lynchburg News cannot refrain from 
re­ 
minding Mr. Kipling that he was denied the poet 
laureatship and adds “it begins to look, as if the 
British knew what they were doing.” 
Some of the American newspapers take the thrust 
with sufficient seriousness to really seek to keep 
the record clear. The Wichita Beacon says: “Kip­ 
ling is in error as to wages, however. France and 
England received in territorial spoils at the Ver­ 
sailles conference a larger number of square miles 
than is contained in the entire United S tates/ The 
United States, on the other hand, received nothing.” 
The Beacon evidently forgets the abuse which was 
Uncle Sam’s lot. At least we received that. 
The St. Paul Pioneer Press would have Mr. Kip­ 
ling read the peace treaty and familiarize himself 
with its provisions, while the New York Sun ex­ 
plains: “No versifier could gracefully exffáin that
